From your previous correspondence I know of your greet 
lntereet In Federel Clessifled pey raise leglsletlon. 

A group of Congressmen to which I belong feel thet the 
7.5% pey reioe reported out by the Committee is inadequate. 
However, the metter came to e heed in the House of Rep¬ 
resents! Ives rodey. The wsy the bill csme up was such 
thet Members hed to vote either for or against e 7.5% raise. 
To vote against, even though we favored a higher raise, was 
to endanger getting any increase through at all - euch as 
happened last year. So I voted for the 7.5% raise, and it 
looks like it will be enacted into law shortly. 

This law provides retroactive pay increase back to March 1, 
1955. To get back pay you have to be on the payroll the date 
the bill is signed by the President.
